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GORILLA RECOVERS 
<ROM PNEUMONIA 
IN OXYGEN TENT 


Zoo’s Baby Ape Responds to 
Same Careful Treatment 
That Child Would Have. 


After two weeks of the same 
painstaking medical attention that 
a child would have received in a 
modern hospital, Yonnoh, the Zoo’s 


young gorilla, is well on the way to 
recovery from pneumpnia. 

Dr. R. A. Kammerer, Zoo veteri- 
narian, still takes Yonnoh’s tem- 
perature and pulse several times a 
day and she is still on half-rations, 
but the oxygen tent in which she 
was kept for 18 hours out of 24 for 
some days has been sent back to 
the firm that owns it, the lung 
specialist is no longer called in for 
consultation, and Yonnoh’s return 
to health now is merely a matter 
of rest and recuperation. 

The illness has brought about a 
great change in the temperament 
of the only gorilla in the Middie 
West. Three weeks ago Yonnoh 
was rough, boisterous and _ suspi- 
cious of strangers. Now she is very 
gentle and highly tractable. Four 
men held her when her tempera- 
ture was taken the first time, and 
now it is not necessary to hold her 
at all. The first time she went 
into the oxygen tent, she did so 
only following severe struggle. 
Aftef two or three days, however, 
she scrambled back into the tent 
voluntarily when released from her 
cage. 

Yonnoh will be on display again 
in about 30 days if she continues 
to improve as she has done in the 
last week.

CURRENCY FAST 


To Broaden Federal Reserve 
Rediscounting Powers, as 
Hoover Asks, Would 
Have That Effect. 


SENATOR GLASS 
SET AGAINST IT 


‘Sound Money” Issue, 
Likely to Be Raised in 
Opposition to Expansion 


Proposals.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Sentf- 
ment favoring a_ substantial infla- 
tion of the currency is developing 
rapidly here. The question is cer- 
tain to come before Congress with- 
in a short time. And there are 
positive indications that the ad- 
ministration will advocate a meas- 
ure of inflation. 

In his message to Congress last 
week, President Hoover urged a 
broadening of the rediscount pro- 
visions of the Federal Reserve act. 
Under the present law, the. only 
paper eligible for rediscount by 
Federal Reserve banks consists of 
Government securities, ninety-cay 
commercial paper and nine-month 
agricultural paper. 

Hoover's Position. 

The President said: 
count facilities of our Federal Re- 
serve banks are restricted by law 
more than those of the 
banks in any other countries. This 
restriction, in such times as these. 
limits the liquidity .of- the baniiae, 
and tends to increase the forces of 
deflation, cripples the smaller busi- 
nesses, stifles new :-niterprises, and 
thus limits employment. I recom- 
mend an enlargement of these dis- 
count privileges to take care of 
emergencies.” 

Compliance with this recom- 
mendation would tend to produce 
an immediate inflation of the cur- 
rency, because paper rediscounted 
by Federal Reserve banks, togeth- 
er with the gold reserve, form the 
basis of the currency. Indeed, the 
paper represents a larger percent- 
age than the gold. The Federal 
Reserve Board is authorized to is-

That other proposals for inflat- 
ing the currency will soon be made, 
cannot be doubted. Probably there 
will be several bills defining new 
forms of paper as eligible for re- 
discount and. consequently, as the 
base for additional issues of cur- 
rency. 

Those advocating inflation argue 
that the present depression has 
been aggravated by an increasing 
shortage of money. It is estimated 
that $1,500,000,000 is being hoard- 
ed. If this is true, the money in 
circulation has been reduced ap- 
proximately one-third. About $5.- 
000,000,000 Is normally in circula- 
tion. 

Nevertheless, any proposal to ex- 
pand the eligibility provisions of 
the Federal Reserve act is certain 
to encounter strenuous opposition 
in Congress. In addition to rais- 
ing the “sound money” issue, many 
members, it is understood, will con- 
clude that an effort is being made 
to load up the Federal Reserve 
banks with doubtful paper. 

Glass in O , 

In an interview which appeared 
in thé Post-Dispatch Oct. 10, Sen- 
ator Carter Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
one of the authors of the Federal 
reserve act, said: “I am fonvinced 
that a concerted drive is in prog- 
ress, with the object of stampeding 
Congress into changing the Federal 
reserve act so as to permit huge 
quantities of questionable paper to 
be unloaded on the Federal Reserve 
banks. 

“The sort of ‘broadening’ sought 
by the New York bankers would 
enable Federal Reserve banks to 
make loans on railroad bonds, real 
estate mortgages, industrial stocks 
and bonds, and a lot of those mis- 
erable and iniumobile securities with 
which member banks loaded up 
during the stock boom, and which 
they now wish to unload. Such 
action would certainly wreck the 
Federal Reserve system. Congress 
will never accede to ft while I am

KILLED CHILD WHO 


_SUUEDNT GET WELL 


Father, Fearing Ultimate Dis- 
covery, Confesses Act More 
Than Two Years Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 
MILLERSBURG, O., Jan. 15.— 


James Stenhouse, 39 years. old, 
waited in county jail today for ac- 
tion by the grand jury on his con- 
fession that he killed his two-year- 
old son, because the boy “could 
not get well.”’ 

The grand jury was examining 
charges that Stenhouse  chloro- 
formed the child because he had a 
brain infection which at best would 
leaye him mentally deficient. 

Stenhouse, who kept his secret 
for more than a year, surrendered 
to the Sherift last Saturday and 
told of ending the boy’s life. 


Fear that some day he would 
make an unintentional remark 
concerning the boy's fate caused 
him to make his confession, Sten- 
house told officials. Stenhouse, a 
stonecutter, told his wife, how he 
came home one night in Septem- 
ber, 1929, found the child in a 
stupor and chloroformed him. She 
advised him not to tell authorities 
and he was able to keep his secret 
until recently when he felt he 
could no longer bear up under the 
ordeal of withholding his story. 

Indications were today that Sten- 
house, if indicted by the grand 
jury, would be sent to a State hos- 
pital fer treatment. 


Stenhovse said he talked the 
boy's death over with his wife last 
Friday and they decided it would 
be best for bim to confess. He 
said he told his 13-year-old daugh- 
ter, Ellen, how her brother died 
for the first time last Friday. 

“She was all broken up,” he 
said. “I don’t: know what made 
me tell her, and after I saw how 
she took it, I was afraid she might 
tell someone because I don't be- 
lieve she quite understood the true 
circumstances. It was then I def- 
initely made up my mind to tell,” 

During the time he kept the 
story, Stenhouse said he would go 
on a drinking spree to “get cheery.” 
He said he eften drank until his 
wife threatened to g0 to police 
with the story. ; 

“I don’t believe she would’ have 
told them, because she -was afraid 
I would do something to myself for 
she knew how greatly I grieved.” 

Asked if he regretted his act. 
Stenhouse replied: “Under the cir- 
cumstances I would do the same 
thing again. I could hot’ bear to 
see the Tittle fellow suffer and my 
wife ruin her heaith by constantly. 
being at ‘his bedside when I knew 
the baby could not be cured. I 
did not want my wife to go crazy 
by worrying over the boy.”

As the bill stands, loans-are lim- 
ited to 10 per cent of the capital 
stock of the borrowing concern. 

An amendment by Representa- 
tive Chavez (Dem.), New Mexico, to 
make funds available for loans to 
irrigation and drainage districts 
was ruled out of order.

Secretary Appears at 
House Committee’s Im- 


peachment Hearing. 


SAYS CHIEF OWNS 
« NO CORPORATIONS 


Declares He Had No Con- 
versations With President 
Olaya of Colombia ‘on 
Oil Concession. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon, by his 
representative, Alexander W. 
Gregg. denied to the House Judi- 
ciary Committee today every im- 
peachment charge made against 
him by Representative Patman 
(Dem.), Texas. 

Taking the stand for the first 
time after two days of testimony 
by Patman, Gregg’ said he would 
answer one by one the charges in 
the impeachment resolution. 

He began with Mellon’s business 
connections, after saying he had no 
information as to whether Mellon 
owned stock in 300 corporations 
with resources of $3,000,000,000. 

“Mr. Mellon controls no corpor- 
ation,” Gregg said. “What his 
family and business associates con- 
trol I don’t know. Mr. Mellon does 
not own more than 50 per cent of 
the stock of any corporation. 

“I do not regard his family as 
an issue.” 

Patman charged that Mellon had 
engaged in private business while 
in office in violation of the law. 

Statement on Oil Concession. 

Regarding the Barco oil con- 
cession in Colombia, Gregg read a 
statement he said was dictated yes- 
terday by Mellon. Thts statement 
said: 

“Mr. Mellon says that he met 
President Olaya at one of the usual 
social functions and of course con- 
versed with him, but such conver- 
sation was gengral and respecting 
financial and other conditions in 
Colombia. 

“Mr. Mellon had*no conversa- 
tions with President Olaya that 
liad to do with the so-called Barco 
concession nor “the Gulf Oil Cor- 
poration, nor with any suggestion 
whatever, alleged or implied, as to 
any support or assistance upon the 
part of this Government with re- 
spect to Colombia obtaining credit. 

“Mr. Mellon has never had any 
conversations with officials of our 
State Department concerning the 
Colombian loan nor has he had 
any conversations with bankers 
with respect to this lean.” 

Patman charged yesterday that 
Mellon had a hand in influencing 
a loan to Colombia, made about 
the time the oil concession was 
given to the Gulf “Corporation, a 
company controlled by Mellon in- 
terests, 

“Mr. Mellon does not own per- 
sonally any sea vessel,’”” Gregg con- 
tinued. “He is not personally in- 
terested in any imports. Some of 
the corporations in which he is a 
stockholder may be: I don’t know.” 

Gregg, former Solicitor of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, paused 
to assure the committee: 

“TF have investigated every fact 
I present and am prepared to prove 
every statement.” 

Methods of Tax Refunds. 

Taking up the charge that Mel- 
lon had made large tax refunds to 
himself and companies in which he 
is interested, Gregg drew on his 
own Government experience to out- 
Hine tax case procedure. 

He emphasized that the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue is ap- 
pointed by the President with the 
approval of the Senate and “is not 
an employe of Mr. Mellon.” 

Gregg said a tax refund. never 
is made until approved by the joint 
Congressional Committee on Inter- 
nal Revenue Taxation and that 
‘never has a refund been made 
over the protests of this commit- 
tee.” 

“I was in the Treasury from 1921 
to 1927,” he stated, “and I never 
knew the Secretary to consider a 
specific refund case.” 

“Mr. Mellon told me he had nev- 
er heard of ‘the Federal Archi- 
tect,’"’ Gregg added. 

Patman said Mellon, through this 
publication, had increased the use 
of aluminum in public buildings. 

. “Mr. Mellon personally owns no 
bank stock,” Gregg said. ‘‘He sold 
it all before he took office. 

, “I checked up to see if he sold 
it to a corporation in which he is 
interested; he did not. 

. “I checked up to see if there 
were any strings on it; there were 
not. 

“Mr. Mellon owns about 15 per 
cent of the stock of the Aluminum | 
Co. That company owns 100 shares 
in a bank at Hast St. Louis. This 
is Mr. Mellon's only connection 
with any bank stock.” 

Referring to the charge Mellon 
engaged in the liquor . business, 
Gregg said: “The Overholt Co. went 
out of business three years before 
prohibition. When Mr. Mellon took 
office he created an irrevochble 
trust with the trustee having the 
sole power to dispose of the liquor 
interest. It was liquidated in 1926." 

Asked later if he meant Mellon 
was never consulted about the 
Barco concession, Gregg answeredi

Included were Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo and Senator Glass 
of Virginia, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury during the Wilson administra- 
tion. 

“It seems to me,” he said, “‘that 
the history and the uniform con- 
struction has been that ownership 
of stock is not in itself sufficient 
to disqualify a man under the 
statute under consideration.”

“Are you acting under orders?” 
asked Senator Jones (Rep.), Wash- 
ington.

“Secretary Stimson’s orders?” 
Johnson interjected. The witness 
hesitated, and finally said: “I did 
consult the Secretary, but Iam will- 
ing to take the responsibility.” 

“IT don’t care who takes it,” 
snapped Johnson. “I want to know 
whose decision it is?” “All right; 
l’ll say it is mine,’’ White replied. 

“Aren’t you pursuing the policy 
that has been followed for 25 
years?” Chairman Smoot inter- 
posed, comfortingly. “Yes, indeed, 
sir,” White responded. . 

“Do you mean to say that for 25 
years it has been the Department's 
policy to transmit the contents of 
diplomatic messages to internation- 
al bankers, while denying them to 
the Senate and the American pub- 
lic?” Johnson demanded, 

“But, Senator,” Smoot protested,

Costigan said the disclosures dur- 
ing this hearing showed that the 
Government should either exercise 
definite supervision over foreign 
loans, giving the public all the 
facts in its possession, or keep 
hands off entirely. 

White agreed that, “urnfortunate- 
ly,” the public in some instances 
has assumed that the department’s 
assent to loans meant approval of 
the securities.

OLD ‘SHUFFLE CAS

Charles Heuer, Held in 
berg Abduction, Ar- 
raigned on Burglar Tools 
Charge Made in 1925. — 


Another of the numerous “court 
shuffle” cases discovered after 
Howard Sidener was replaced as 
Circuit Attorney by Franklin Miller 
came to light today when Charles 
Hever, held in City Jail as an al- 
leged kidnaper, was arraigned on 
a charge of possession of burglars’ 
tools, dating back to June, 1925. 

The old charge against Heuer, a 
former convict, was discovered by 
Circuit Attorney Miller’s staff in go- 
ing over court records in search of 
“shuffle” cases. Taken from City 
Jail and arraigned before Circuit 
Judge Pearcy’ on the six-year-old 
charge, Heuer pleaded not guilty. 
He is held without bond on an in- 
dictment charging complicity in the 
kidnaping of Alexander’ Berg, 
wealthy fur dealer, on Nov. 6, last. 

The record in the Heuer case 
does not show how he managed to 
escape trial, nor does it contain a 
bond on which normally he would 
have been released. He was ar- 
rested in April, 1925, by Police In- 
spector Walton, then a lieutenant, 
and Patrolman Kincer. 

Two others, Thomas Brennan 
and John Walker, were arrested 
with him. In their possession, the 
police reported, they had a loaded 
pistol, a sledge, punch, chisel and 
other tools. They were arraigned 
before the late J@dge Gayer of 
Court of Criminal Correction, in 
June of the same year, and in No- 
yember, the case against Brennan 
was nolle prossed.

Bureau Places Only 2200 


Welfare Association Finds Former. Office 


Workers Willing to 


Become Domestics 


—Plight of Older Persons. 


Free employment bureaus for 
women conducted for 14 months by 
the Joint Council of “Women's 
Auxiliaries Welfare Association 
have received about 35,000 applica- 
tions, but have been able to find 
only about 2200 jobs, Mrs. Mary E. 
Ryder, president of the association, 
said today. 


Registrations are divided about 
evenly between the bureau at 4360 
Washington boulevard and one for 
Negro women at 3533 Lawton 
boulevard, but 70 per cent of the 
jobs have been obtained by whites. 
Mra. Ryder said. 

The bureaus are in shelters 
started and operated by the asso- 
c! ion, but financed by the Citi- 
zens’ Unemployment Committee, No 
data is available to indicate wheth- 
er registrations at the tw@ bureaus 
are duplicated at other employ- 
ment agencies. 

Most of the applicants for work 
at the Washington boulevard 
agency, Mrs. Ryder said, are for- 
mer office workers and even pro- 
fessional wonmien forced by circum- 
Stances to seek jobs as domestics. 
The surplus of domestic help, aug- 
mented by this type of worker, she 
said, has handicapped Negro cooks, 
maids and other servants in finding 
work. 

“Suffer in Obscurity.” 

“Much has been said about un- 
employed men,” Mrs. Ryder said, 
“but the tragic plight of the un- 
employed women is not so well 
known. Women may not congre- 
gate on street corners or make 
their condition known by standing 
in bread lines. Many even shrink 
from waiting in mixed lines for 
jobs. The great majority suffer in 
obscurity, 

“The machine age in industry 
has displaced almost as many 
women as men, Even 11 years ago 
42 per cent of industrial workers 
were women. In professional ac- 
tivities the woman who is more 
than 35 years old ‘has a better 
chance of holding her own because 
she has demonstrated her value. 
But thousands of young women 
have lost out and among office 
workers the older women have 
been the first to go.” 

Mrs. Ryder said that observation 
at the Washington boulevard bu- 
reau indicates that hundreds of un- 
employed women have used up 
their savings during vain months 
of attempting to find wor and 
come now to the bureau, desperate 
for a chance to do anything to 
make a living. 

Women have been breadwinners 


as well as homemakers in many 
cases, she said, while others have 
been heiped by relatives until assis- 
tance can be given no longer. 

_ Plight of Older Women. 

Women from 40 to 60 years old 
who have lost positions in offices 
after years of service present a*ma- 
jor problem at the bureau. Some of 
them have weakened mentally un- 
der the strain of anxiety and the 
increasing realization that there is 
scant chance of finding work. Years 
of training have gone for nothing. 
Some of them have lost their sav- 
ings. Others have depleted their 
funds supporting dependents In- 
surance policies have lapsed. 
Friends of other days are gone. 

Mrs. Ryder pointed out that the 
effects of malnutrition among the 
children of some of those who are 
seeking work may result in poor 
physical condition when they grow 
up, affecting future generations. 

Another problem at the bureau 
is the difficulty of making pros- 
pective employers who live at. a 
distance understand that women 
are sometimes unable to visit them 
for interviews because they cannot 
afford the necessary car fare. It 
was explained to a St. Louis Coun- 
y woman who today called the 

ureal, at FRanklin 6612. that no 

women had been to see her be- 
cause they did not have the 40 
cents required for transportation. It 
was suggested that she visit the 
bureau. 

Due to the conditions which are 
changing stenographers to cooks 
and women of refinement to appli- 
cants for menial jobs, the at- 
mosphere of the bureau does not 
resemble that found usuaidly at em- 
ployment agencies. Hot meals are 
served the applicants. Those walt- 
ing to register sit in a comfortable 
living room, attractively furnished. 
bright pictures on the walls. There 
is an absence of drabness, although 
the stories told the registration 
clerks smack of despair. 

One woman, about 60 years old. 
said reluctantly as she registered 
today, “I had been a typist with one 
firm for 14 years. Last spring I 
was let out. It’s not so easy now 
to scrub. I’m slow. I guess. But 
I must have work—any kind of 
work.”

Edward T. Ustick’s Notes on 
Texas and Louisiana Lands 
Deemed of Little Value. 


Edward T. Ustick, chairman of 
the board of George D. Barnard 
Stationery Co.. who died Nov. 6, 
left an estate with a face value of 
$400,154, as shown in an inventory 
filed in Probate Court today. 

The amount includes Texas land, 
carried at $52,690; notes inventoried 
at $265,790, a large part of which, 
however, are considered of little 
value; $20,200 of the Barnard com- 
pany stock, Government bonds 
amounting to $56,000; cash, $3755; 
chattels listed at $100 and miscel- 
laneous items aggregating $1612. 

Attorney Frank B. Coleman, ex- 
ecutor and trustee, said Mr. Ustick 
made heavy loans on Texas land 
and Louisiana sugar plantations, 
taking deeds of trust as coljateral 
security, evidenced by the notes. 
Much of this property, he said, has 
depreciated in value and in case 
of a forced sale the proceeds would 
not be sufficient to reimburse the 
estate. 

One loan of $50,000 on Louisiana 
property in St. Mary Parish was 
made in October, 1927, by Mr. 
Ustick, who believed at the time, 
the inventory sets forth, he was 
getting a first deed of trust. Sub- 
sequently he discovered that a 
prior deed for $30,000 existed, held 
by the New York Life Insurance 
Co., so that when the property was 
sold at foreclosure nothing was left 
for his interest. A similar situa- 
tion, it is shown, occurred on a 
$20,000 loan by him on other sugar 
land, his security being wiped out 
by the existence of a first decd 
for $22,000. 


Another loss occurred in deposits 
made in an open account for his 
benefit with the Investors’ Mort- 
gage Co. of New Orleans. These 
deposits, amounting to $85.000, ac- 
cumulated from payment of inter- 
est on deeds of trust, but the ac- 
count is regarded as worthless be- 
cause the company, according to 
the inventory. is insolvent. 

Among the notes is one for $65,- 
510 agajnst Mr. Ustick’s son, E4d- 
ward T. Ustick Jr. This will be 
charged to the son’s interest in the 
estate. Worthless stocks with a 
par value of approximately $60,000 
also are shown, but do not go to 
make up the totals in the recapitu- 
lation. 

Under the will the bulk of the 
estate is left in trust for the bene- 
fit of Edward T. Ustick Jr. and his 
brother, William Lee Ustick, En- 
glish instructor in Goucher College. 
Baltimore. A separate trust cf 
$25,000 is set up for a granddaugh- 
ter, Helen C. Ustick, and another 
trust of $10,000 for John Ustick of

“Sheriffs of New York County 
for a quarter of a century,” said 
Senator John J. McNaboe, Demo- 
crat, “have retained interest on 
funds in their custody and claimed 
it as a right. One of them was 
elected four times as Governor of 
this State, selected as the presi- 
dential candidate of a great party 
and received the largest popular 
vote ever given a Democrat. 

“Is he, because he followed a 
custom, to be accused of embezzle- 
ment?” 

Former Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
was the man referred to by McNa- 
boe. He was a Sheriff from 1915 
to 1917 and McNaboe later men- 
tioned hint by name. 

Seabury said he doubted the 
“historical accuracy” of McNaboe’s 
assertion and others pointed out 
that when Smith was Sheriff, the 
office was on a fee basis. 

Regarding Culkin, Seabury said: 
“If the District Attorney wants to, 
he could indict Culkin tomorrow 
and place him on trial.”

N.: Sager, formerly Circuit Attor- 
ney of St. Louis, now residing in 
New York City, has been reinstat- 
ed to the bar of the State of New 
York by the Appellate Court...

Sager’s conviction was set aside 
by the United States Court of Ap- 
peals, which held that he had not 
hed a fair trial on the bribery 
charge and that in the conspiracy 
charge, upon which two other law- 
yers were cenvieted with him, no 
offense was stated. 

The reinstatement was based on 
a report by Charles Evans Hughes 
Jr., whom the Appellate Court had 
appointed as referee to hear the 
petition of Sager and his fellow de- 
fendants, Bdward H. Reynolds and 
Joseph Shalleck, who also were re- 
instated. 

Hughes reported that the law- 
yers had‘ been “convicted upon the

State Expenditures. 

‘Goy. Caulfield, in his address, 
said the Governor should have au- 
thority to lay a budget before’ the 
Legislature for passage or reduc- 
tion, but not for increase. State 
expenditures should be planned, he 
insisted, to care for education, jus- 
tice and other fundamentals, per- 
mitting the dropping of non-essen- 
tials if necessary. Warning against 
injudislous tax-tinkering, he advo- 
cated a State-wide study of govern- 
ment. He expressed sympathy for 
the idea of reducing taxes and said 
he did not propose to administer 
the State in such a way as to cause 
in¢reased taxes. ’ 

Chairman Gaylord said a major 
activity of the chamber was “keep- 
ing St. Louis caught up with its 
transportation needs.” He added: 
“If we allow rail consolidation and 
rate changing to ruin our advan- 
tages of trade, the day of reckon- 
ing will be costly.” He described 
plans to bring all shippers and re- 
ceivers of freight, manufacturers 
and wholesalers, into the chamber’s 
traffic bureau for unified action. He 
declared, “It’s high time for the 
captains and ‘kings of industry to 
come down off their high horse and 
directly participate in the creation 
of the government that so vitally 
affects their welfare,” starting at 
the polis. 

C. H. Morrill, retiring chairman 
of the chamber’s board, pleaded 
for a@ more general understanding 
of the chamber’s work and gave an 
illustrated account of last year’s 
activities. 

Neun Urges Subway. 

Acting Mayor Neun, telling what 
the city hoped to accomplish this 
year, predicted that the Terminal 
Railroad would start operating over 
the Municipal Bridge.in October, 
enabling removal of tolls from the 
vehicle deck of Eads Bridge. He 
advocated a movement for a sub- 
way in Olive street downtown and 
for automobile parking space and 
bus terminals east of Third street. 
Steps will be taken this year, he 
asserted, for the widening of Third 
street, between Walnut and Morgan 
streets. He expressed belief that 
the Transportation Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen soon would 
solve the problem of mass trans- 
portation. 

The ordinance for uniform, Sci- 
entific assessment of real estate will 
be passed soon, he said. During 
the year, Neun declared, Aloe 
Plaza, opposite Union Station, will 
be beautified, the old buildings will 
be removed from the Memorial 
Plaza site, the Municipal Auditori- 
um construction will be started and 
the widening of Market street vir- 
tually completed. 

Nagel, president of the Washing- 

ton University Corporation, former 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
and a liberal Republican, told che 
gathering that industry mus. as- 
sume responsibility in the forma- 
tion and expression of public sen- 
timent, with the decay of great po- 
litical leadership. The nation, he 
said, citing some of the measures 
in the present Congress, “is crow4d- 
ing fast toward Socialism.” 
. “Politics,” he went on, “‘is a back 
number, endeavoring to struggle 
with economic problems of which 
it knows little. There are able men 
in Congress, but they are not the 
old-time leaders. With the popular 
primary we have democratized our 
systemeuntil we don't know how to 
articulate it. Democracy is fn the 
saddle but it can’t speak. .We must 
install a system whereby the pub- 
lic mind can make itself felt.”

Discovery Is Regarded as Evi- 
dence of Expanding Uni- 
verse Theory. ° 


By the Associated Press: 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15—Two 
distant star-groups, speeding away 
from the earth at 15,000 miles a 
second, today gave astronomers 
possible new evidence that the uni- 
verse is exploding. 

Discovery of this terrific vélocity, 
the greatest so far found among 
the giant star-group or nebulae 
that seem to be ing away from 
the earth, was annbvunced by the 
‘Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton. The discovery was made - at 
the institution’s Mount Wilson Ob- 
Servatory, Pasadena, Cal. 

The two new star-groups are 
expected to shed additional light 
on the problem of whether the uni- 
Verse is actually “exploding” or ex- 
panding at great spéed. 

This problem is now being 
studied at. Pasadeha by world-fa- 
mous scientists, including Dr. Al- 
bert Kinstein, Dr. Walter §. Adams, 
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director of Mount Wilson Observa- 
tory, and Dr. Willem de Sitter of 


Holland. 
Universe Theory. 


Ex 
One of Einstein’s theories sug- 


ests that the universe is expand- 


ing. Another astronomer, Dr. 
Richard C. Tolman, holds that the 
universe may be alternately ex- 
panding and contracting. Others 
do not accépt either view, and de- 
clare the star-groups are not actu- 
ally receding, but only seem to be 
doing so. 

“The results now reported,” said 
the Carnégie Institution’s an- 
neuncemeént, “extend our know!l- 
edge of the relation between dis- 
tance and apparent rate of reces- 
sion or movement away from wué 
They are of especial interest in re- 
search concerning the possible ex 
pansion of the universe, as studied 
by Dr. Einstein and Dr. de Sitter, 
now in Pasadena.”’ 

The two new nebulae or “‘island- 
universes’”’ were found by Dr. Mil- 
ton Humason in a faint cluster lo- 
cated by Dr, Edwin P. Hubble in 
the constellation of Gemini. They 
are so distant that their ligiit, 
traveling more than 186,000 miles 
per second, takes 135,000,000 years 
to reach the earth. 

Shifting of Spectral Lincs. 

The highest apparent specd 
among nebulae previously discov- 
ered was about 12,000 miles per 
second, , 

The nebulae are believed to be 


receding because the light waves 
coming from them to the earth 
are distorted. 
the nebula is separated into its dif- 
ferent wave lengths in a ctrum, 
the lines that represent the diffar- 
ent lengths are shifted toward the 
red end of the spectrum. Speed 
of the nebula is calculated from 
the distance the lines are shifted 
from normal.

this committee has been published as a supplement 
to the current issue of the New. Republic. The re 
port outlines, for the first time, the actual prob- 
lems which planning in America would have to face, 
‘and gives real content to the conception of planning 
by suggesting an entirely practicable program for the 
development of machinery for the planning of our 
future economic development. 

Between the program which has been prepared 
by these economists and the specific proposals for 
planning which have been advanced by American 
business during recent months there is a striking 
contrast. Both groups face the same economic situ- 
ation, but each approaches its solution from a radical- 
ly different point of view. The plan advanced by the 
United States Chamber* of Commerce, for instance, 
runs in terms of “equalizing production to consump- 
tion,” “gauging output to consuming capacity,” “cog: 
trolling the tendency of productive capacity to out- 
run ability to buy” and “putting business on a profit- 
able basis.” This is to be accomplished, it is con- 
tended, by repealing the anti-trust laws and per 
mitting industry deliberately to curtail its output. 
The objective is, in a word, monopoly. This is 
usually accdmpanied, as is the case in the famous 
Swope plan, with the proffer of insurance to labor 
against the risks of accident, unemployment and old 
age. It is social insurance which gives the monopoly 
pill its palatable-coating. ‘““We are ready to trade you,” 
says business, in effect, “social insurance for mo 
nepoly.” 

The progressives, too, recognize that production 

and consumption are out of adjustment, but they have 
no sympathy with the proposal of business continu- 
ously to curtail output until it is brought within the 
limits of profitable sale. “A policy of restriction,” 
says the committee, “is no remedy for a condition 
whose chief evil is failure to use our existing pow- 
ers for production. General limitation of output will 
not produce general prosperity.” 
So the progressive plan runs in terms of increasing 
consumer demand to the point where it will coincide 
with human need and completely absorb the growing 
output of an expanding industrial system. This 
means, of course, the institution of wage policies 
which will support the purchasing power of labor, un- 
employment reserve funds which will stabilize con- 
sumer démand, tax policies which will remove the 
burden of taxation from the smaller incomes, and 
other means of “increasing the proportion of income 
going to the majority in the lower income ranges, 
who will spend more of it for the products of mass 
production.” The type of planning which Mr. Swope 
has proposed would not extend beyond the limits 
of an individual industry. It is not national plan- 
ning. It is industrial planning. The great syndi- 
cates which he would set.up might profit largely 
from the cu¥tailment of output. But they would 
do so at the expense of labor, at the expense of the | 
consumer and of general social well-being. The pro- 
gressives, on the contrary, would plan, in the in- 
terests of the whole nation, continuously to raise 
“the purchasing power and the standard of living 
of the people to the full extent which our powers 
of production make possible.” There is a very real 
danger that Mr. Swope's powerful monopolistic com- 
bines would dominate the: political state. 

It is the purpose of the planning project which has 
been advanced by this committee of economists rather 
to control monopoly in the interest of the larger com- 
munity. Their report will do much to advance our 
thinking upon the implications and the possibilities of 
the planning ideal. : 
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NO BONUS FOR TRIPLETS. 

Oklahoma ought to have a “reward or bounty” for 
triplets, thinks Claude Risenhoover, head of a family 
which recently increased by three the population ‘of 
Sallisaw, in that State. Asking for his triplet bonus, 
he wrote with numerical exactitude ‘to the State 
Treasurer: “I have three, two girls and one boy. 
They are 2 months old and doing ;fine.” No, this 
proud father will get no bonus. But if he owned a 
railroad instead of merely three babies, he. could 
march down to Washington very shortly and draw a 
million or so directly from the Federal Treasury. If

One of the reasons for the new building is that 
the old one is inadequate to accommodate local Gov- 
ernment offices, with the result that the Government 
is paying $75,000 a year rent for space in private 
buildings. It will still be paying rent if a five-story 
building is supplied. St. Louis has been assured by 
the Treasury Department that in a few years the 
remaining five stories may be added. To do so would 
add considerably to the expense, As Congressman 
Cochran told his colleagues in the House the other 
day, it will cost $800,000 more to do the job piecemeal 
than to do it all now. 

Of course, the Government is short of funds, yet 
it manages to maintain a large building program in 
Washington, where the depression is not nearly so 
severe in its effect as in industrial cities. Mr. 
Cochran points out that three large buildings, to cost 
some $20,000,000, have just been started in Washing- 
ton, one for the Department of Justice, another for 
the Postoffice and a third to be known as the Ar-’ 
chives Building.

But except for Senator Johnson, however mistaken 
he might have been in opposing the moratorium, we 
would not w how some of these foreign loans were 
made, the d itable part played in them by our 
State Department, and the hollow fashion in which our 
bankers sometimes took their own greedy share and 
left investors to hold the bag. If something still re- 
mains hidden that the people should know, we hope to 
see the committee dig it out. 

The New York Times thinks that “in its zeal to ex- 
pose a few cases of imprudent forei~n loans,” the 
committee “appears to be ignoring the economic and 
commercial principles which caused that general 
movement.” We do not think that is the case. The 
committee is quite aware of the functions of a cred- 
itor nation, but as a creditor nation we cannot hope 
to continue all the practices which have made finance 
in the United States unlike finance in any other 
country of the world. Our bankers, rich as they are, 
have not the wealth fo meet the world’s expectations 
of the United States as a creditor nation. They must 
get the money from the people of the United States, 
and to do so they will have to have more regard for 
the risk investors take. The revelations before the 
committee have had the effect of making the investor 
wary, and there is no telling how long it will be be- 
fore he can be tempted back into the field of foreign 
loans. 

That depends upon the bankers. They cannot con- 
tinue to sell the people loans which they know to be 


extra-governmental] connivance as that which stopped 
the mouths of our foreign representatives when they 
tried to sound a warning, and used a loan as a club 
‘with which to secure a concession for American oil 
interests.

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THE ATTACK ON MELLON. 

Andrew W. Mellon has been Secretary of the Treas- 
ury since March 4, 1921, and, if he serves until the 
end of Mr. Hoover's term, he will have established a 
record for tenure of that office second only to that 
of Albert Gallatin, who served through Jefferson's 
two terms, Madison’s first term and several months of 
the latter’s second administration. That appears to be 
Mr. Mellon’s intention and ambition, but Representa- 
tive Patman of Texas seems serious in his attempt 
to disqualify the last Cabinet survivor of Mr. Hard- 
ing’s official family and to file impeachment charges. 

Mr. Patman may have the law on his side, in citing 
that old Federal statute which declares that a See- 
retary of the Treasury may not engage, directly or in- 
directly, in trade or commerce. The point was raised 
long ago by former Senator Reed of Missouri, who re- 
iterated it on several occasions. Yet friends of the 
Secretary insisted he had complied with the statutory 
conditions by disposing of many interests and so ar- 
ranging his affairs that he possessed control in none 
of the numerous Mellon concerns. That such a cap- 
tain of industry could divorce himself absolutely from 
business. is literally impracticable,, we should say. 
Indeed, it is a question whether any man eligible even 
for consideration for the office could maroon himself 
on a business no man’s land. The alleged disqualifi- 
cation might, we imagine, have been preferred against 
other incumbents at any time in the last 50 years. 

Mr. Mellon is, after all, only a symptom of the 
times. If business is to rule the land, we must ex- 
pect to see men like Mr. Mellon elevated to places of 
power in which they, lend themselves to the suspi- 
cion that they feather their own nests, whether they 
do so or not. The better plan is to have statesmen 
rule the state and leave business men to their own 
affairs. ) 
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PUBLIC HEALTH AND THE DEPRESSION. 

The report of Dr. Hugh S. Cumming, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the United States Public Health Service, that 
the American people were in better health during 
1931 than in any year for which figures are avail- 
able, would make better reading did not one realize 
that Dr. Cumming’s survey does not tell all of the 
story. That the death rate, both for adults and in- 
fants, was the lowest in history is all well and good, 
and it throws credit to a year whose claims for cred- 
it were few and far between. But death is not the 
only sign of health conditions. Thousands of chil. 
dren who are underfed or fed improper foods do not 
die, but grow up to be ailing adults, incapable of 
keeping up with their well developed fellows, charges, 
more or less, upon others. For, as Miss Grace Ab- 
bott, realistic head of the Children’s Bureau, says, 
it is the children who suffer tié most serious lasting 
losses in a period of depression. Physical breakdowns 
20 years from now will be directly traceable to mal- 
nutrition today. That is where the harm of 1931, 
and 1932, for that matter, lies in connection with the 
health of the country, and to overlook it would be 
woefully shortsighted.

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The Deflation of Government 


By Walter Lippmann. 


T is evident that office-holders have beén 
| ene last great group of people to realize 

,that the new era is over. One of the 
major tasks of the next few months will 
be to change fundamentally their whole 
state of mind. Every other section of the 
people now realizes that the boom is over 
and that it is necessary to bring costs and 
prices into balance at a much lower [evel 
than that of 1928-1929. All except the 
office-holders. They are still at the stage 
where most of us were two years ago, the 
stage of explaining why they cannot cut 
or why they can cut so little. For they

Take, for example, three of our largest 
governmental agencies: the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the State of New York and the 
City of New York. 

The President has explained that out of 
the total appropriations less than half “is 
available for consideration in seeking means 
to curtail our expenditures.” How does hs 
arrive at such a figure? He does'so by add- 
ing the cost of the debt, which is a quarter 
of the cost, to the expenditure on the vet- 
erans, which is another quarter. These 
he calls “fixed charges,’’ but there is 
nothing “fixed” about a billion dollars for 
the veterans, which is as much money as 
the whole Government cost before the war. 

These thousand millions are “fixed” only 
by political fear, not by the real and un- 
deniable needs of the veterans, It is an 
absolutely safe assumption that, without 
depriving any veteran of his just due, the 
sum could be cut considerably by eliminat- 
ing waste, It is simply inconceivable that 
it can cost such a gigantic sum as is now 
spent to provide for the veterans of an 
army of whom only about a quarter were 
ever within sound of the enemy’s guns. 

Passing by the veterans and-the public 
debt, there still remain expenditures twice 
those before the war. Admittedly, govern- 
mental activity has had to expand. Still 
the fact is that business and agriculture 
are adjusting themselves to a level of in- 
comes a good deal nearer the pre-war than 
the post-war level. How,.can the Federal 
Government seriously maintain: that it ts 
facing the realigies of the present critital 
adjustment when it is still Handing out 
enormous subsidies, making huge unproduc- 
tive expenditures and is failing to reduce 
salaries?

WOULD ELIMINATE TOWNSHIPS 
AND MERGE ILLINOIS COUNTIES 


Elmination_of townships and re- 
duction of the number of counties 
in Illinois with a view toward re- 
duction of taxes, were urged by J. 
Paul Clayton, president of the IIli- 
onis Chamber of Commerce and 
vice president of the Central Ili- 
nois Public Service Co., in a meet- 
ing at Belleville yesterday under 
the auspices of the Belleville Cham- 
ber of Commerce. About 250 busi- 
ness men and city and county of- 
ficials were present. 

“There are too many taxing 
bodies in the State,” Clayton ‘said. 
“Chicago alone has 418 such 
groups. Townships and cities are 
frequently co-extensive and there 
is duplication of taxing power.

‘Nearly $80,000,000 in taxes was 
levied in the State last year for 
road and bridge construction. In 
12% vears this would amount to a 
billion dollars, which was enough 
to run the Unitec States Govern- 
ment in 1900. After completion of 
the present $100,000,000 road pro- 
gram next year, the State should 
confine itself to construction of 200 
to 300 miles of roads a year and 
apply half of the annual $30,000,- 
000 gasoline tax to the sinaeatl 
fund, thus reducing real estate 
taxes.

Art Museum Displaying Collec- 
tion Which Includes Sev- 
eral Rembrandts. 


A collection of 35 paintings by 
Dutch artists of the seventeenth 
century has been placed on view 
in the new basement galleries at 
City Art Museum in Forest Park 
and will remain until the middle 
of February. 

Landscapes and genre paintings 
predominate in the exhibition 
which includes works by Rem- 
brandt, Hals, Cuyp, Pieter de 
Hooch and 22 of their contempo- 
raries. It was assembled by the 
College Art Association with the 
aid of Dr. W. R. Valentiner, direc- 
tor of Detroit Institute of Arts and 
a leading authority on Dutch paint- 
ing. ‘ 

Aside from masters such as 
Rembrandt and Hals, whose work 
commands respect from whatever 
point it is viewed, Dutch painters 
of the period have been admired 
for their representations of the 
common things in the lives of those 
among whom they lived. 

Ironic Portrait of Family. 

Typical is Jan Steen’s ironic 
“Portrait of the Artist’s Family,” 
which shows his wife dozing at the 
table after a heavy meal while he 
is enjoying an after-dinner pipe 
and the children nearby are blow- 
ing soap bubbles. In contrast are 
two portrais by Terborch and 
“Party on a Terrace” by van den 
Eeckhout, artists accustomed to 
beautiful costumes and rich stuffs 
and skilled in portraying them. 

The Rembrandt is a small por- 
trait of an old man, and Hals 1s 
represented by a larger portrait of 
a boy. From Cuyp’s brush there is 
a landscape, a view of the Maas 
neur Dordrecht, and de Hooch, 
whose “Game of Skittles” is in the 
museum’s permanent collection, is 
represented by a picture of a moth- 
er nursing her child.

They 
complained of conferences relating 
to the petroleum and cotton seed 
oil *industries. 

Chairman Couzens called upon

ences. The commissioner said they 
were requested by representatives 
of the industries to clear up their 
standing under the law.

Well-Known Chemist Gives 
Interesting Advice on 
Food Needs. 


Nutritive failure results from the 
lack in food of any of 37 sub- 
stances known to chemists, was the 
statement of Dr. E. V. McCollum 
of the School of Hygiene and Pub- 
lic Health of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, in a lecture given recently 
at the State Cellege ‘of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

He discussed particularly the ef- 
fect of vitamin deficiency in dis- 
ease, ponting out that the damage 
done by deficiency of the diet in 
one vitamin differs mrikingsy : from 
that of every other. 


The importance of the sunshine | 
vigamin D was especially stressed | 


by Dr. McCollum us it affects the 
bone and tooth structure. He 
praised the new movement toward 
vitaminizing certain foods, includ- 
ing bread, which form staple arti- 
cles on menu for old and young. 
He said: “This is a step in the 
right direction, and we shall deubt- 


less see an extension of such meth- | 
foods | 


ods of improving staple 
which enter into the diet of every- 
one as time goes ori.”

There are few foods that offer 
more opportunities to the housewife 
Planning méals on a small budget 
thau dried beans. Not only are 
they “cheap and filling,”’ but they 
rank high in food value because 
they contain much protein, iron and 
some fat, and are also rich in 
starch and in minerals. 

Beans require long cooking, and 
they must be soaked over night 
or for several hours before cooking. 
Beans swell to almost three times 
their bulk when cooked. 

Bean Stew With Dumplings. 

Soak one pound of dried red 
beans over’ night ig plenty of cold 
water. In the morning drain, cover 
with two quarts fresh cold water 
and heat slowly to the boiling 
point. Simmer for 30 minutes, 
then add one-half cup sliced 
onions, one and one-half cups diced 
carrots, one-quarter pound diced 
salt pork, and one cup sliced celery. 
Cover and cook slowly for 30 min- 
utes longer or until the beans and 
the vegetables are tender. Season 
to taste with salt and pepper and 
set aside until dinner time. Re- 
heat to the boiling point, drop 
small dumplings on the top and 
boil gently for 10 minutes. If the 
beans seem somewhat dry when 
they are reheated, add one cup hot 
water, Or as much as needed to 
make plenty of gravy for the 
dumplings.

ECONOMICAL PLANKIN 
AND BUYING OF FOO 


Great Care Exercised by Many 
Wornen to Aid. the Family 
Budget. 


Even though food prices 
lower in many instances than they 
have been in years, many women 
fee] there is need for strict care 
in purchasing to get full value for 
the money spent. any families 
have had to cut expenses, includ- 
ing the food pudget, to a minimum, 
and unless one hag a knowledge 
of food values or marketing, there 
is apt to be danger in providing 
too limited a diet. Fortunately 
good meals do not depend on ex- 
pensive materials as much as on 
care and good judgment in the use 
of ordinary material. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture through the Bureau of 
Home Economics has done a great 
deal of work in planning low cost 
meals; as a family food guide they 
recommend milk for children ev- 
ery day, and bread for every meal. 

Each day’s food, the bureau 
states, in addition to bread and 
milk should include cereal in por- 
ridge or pudding, potatoes, toma- 
toes or oranges, a green and a 


are 


yellow vegetable and a fruit. Two} 
to four times a week menus should 


include tomatoes for everyone in 
the family, dried beans, or peas, 
eggs, especially for children, lean 
meat, fish, poultry and cheese. 
These foods all give full nutritis. 
value for the money spent on them, 
and are also foods that are among 
the least expensive ones we find 
in the markets. 

With such a list to start from, it 
is not difficult to plan attractive 
and wholesome meals. By careful 
planning you will find that it is 
entirely possible to occasionally use 
your favorite cut of steak or some 
luxury in food—and the fact that 
it is less often used makes it taste 
all the better! 

It is always more economical to 
plan meals in detail at least a day 
in advance, and to do your mar- 
keting in person. Buying in quan.- 
tity usually means a considerable 
saving by the end of the month 
Even where small amounts must be 
bought for one reason or another, 
it is possible to effect some saving 
if you remember that many foods 
are cheaper in bulk than in pack- 
ages; that the larger package or 


'aged and canned goods and find out 
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what you are getting for your 
money. Some packages contain 
more by weight than others at the 
same price. 


In buying meat, consider the 
amount of gristle, bone and lean 
meat in the cost pér pound. Many 
of thé coarser cuts are just as nu- 
tritious, but require different meth- 
ods of cooking than the expensive 
cuts. They may, however, cooked 
with care, be just as palatable. Plan 
to use every bit of leftover meat 
to the best advantage.
